To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  for  the  yoar,  1 964.. 

There  are  one  or  two  matters  which  should  be  commented  upon. 

First  of  all,  there  has  been  a  very  low  incidence  generally  of  infec¬ 
tious  disease. 

I  must  draw  your  attention  to  the  number  of  deaths  that  have  occurred 
in  the  past  six  years  from  cancer  of  the  lung.  You  will  see  from  the  figures 
set  out  that  the  deaths  are  now  beginning  to  attack  the  female  population  as 
well  as  the  males  and  it  must  be  assumed  that  there  will  be  a  tendency  towards 
a  progressive  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  in  women  of  cancer  of  the  lung. 
The  really  large  increase  in  smoking  in  women  having  occurred  at  the  beginning 
of  the  last  war.

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I  would  also  like  to  draw  your  attention  to  Mr.  Cromwell’s  report  on 
piped  water  supplies.  There  have  been  well  founded  complaints  on  the  hardness 
of  the  water  within  the  South  Western  area  of  the  district.  Although  this  does 
not  constitute  a  hazard  to  the  health  of  the  community,  it  does  provide  a  great  • 
many  plumbing  difficulties  in  the  parishes  supplied  from  this  source. 

Two  years  ago  107  houses  were  scheduled  under  the  Housing  Act  and  will 
need  replacement  within  the  near  future.  During  ^96ki  nine  houses  wore  dealt 
?ri.th.  Five  families  were  rehoused  by  the  Council,  two  old  people  died  and  two 
others  were  able  to  find  their  own  accommodation.  Further  details  of  the  pre¬ 
sent  housing  situation  is  included  in  the  Health  Inspector’s  section  and  I 
would  earnestly  recommend  that  serious  consideration  is  given  to  this  matter 
before  an  intolerable  situation  arises  within  the  district. 

You  will  have  received  at  about  the  time  that  this  report  is  published, 
a  separate  report  on  the  movement  of  the  population  of  Malvern  U.  D.  and  Upton 
R.  D.  between  1951  and  1 961 .  The  closure  of  the  camps  and  military  installations 
in  the  district  during  this  period  accounts  for  some  of  the  loss  of  population 
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/between  the 


between  the  ages  of  20  and  40.  It  does  not,  however,  appear  to  account  for 
the  whole  loss  and  it  is  apparent  that  the  drift  from  the  country  to  the 
town  is  still  very  strong.  The  total  increase  of  population  between  1961 
and  1964  is  of  the  order  of  three  per  cent.  A  study  of  the  340  houses  com¬ 
pleted  and  occupied  in  these  three  years  shows  that  most  of  the  building 
has  taken  place  at  Kempsey,  Powick  and  to  a  lesser  extent  at  Ripplo,  and 
almost  certainly  the  increase  in  the  population  of  these  parishes  is  res¬ 
ponsible  for  the  whole  of  the  increase  of  population  of  the  Rural  District. 

I  must  point  out  that  the  figures  on  which  these  calculations  'were 
based  were  not  issued  by  the  Registrar  G-eneral  until  December,  19^4  and  I, 
therefore,  was  unable  to  start  work  on  the  population  movement  until  19&5. 

Finally,  I  should  like  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Department  for 
the  happy  and  friction  free  atmosphere  in  v/hich  our  work  has  been  carried 
out.

Large  items  such  as  complete  carcasses  are  collected  by  a  specia¬ 
list  firm  for  processing,  but  the  small  items  are  buried  on  the  Council’s 
refuse  tip. 


The  system  has  w orked  reasonably  well  in  the  past,  but  the  time  is 
not  far  distant  when  the  provision  of  a  small  incinerator  must  be  considered. 


Four  complaints  concerning  dirty  milk  bottles  were  received  during 
the  year  and  the  dairies  concerned  were  contacted.  In  one  case  only  was 
there  sufficient  evidence  to  justify  legal  action  and  in  this  case  pro¬ 
ceedings  were  instituted.

Public  water  mains  have  been  laid  in  every  parish  and  a  piped 
supply  is  now  available  to  all  but  the  most  isolated  properties. 

During  the  year  complaints  were  received  from  the  area  supplied 
with  the  Ketford  water,  (South  Western  Scheme),  regarding  the  hardness  of 
the  'water,  and  instances  were  quoted  of  damage  having  been  caused  to  water 
heating  systems,  particularly  to  immersion  heaters.

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SLUM  CLEARANCE  PROGRAMME 


Due  to  the  very  slow  progress  of  the  house  building  programme,  slum 
clearance  has  practically  stopped.  Six  units  consisting  of  two  bungalows 
and  four  flats  were  completed  during  the  year,  five  of  which  were  used 
for  slum  clearance,  and  one  for  general  needs. 

There  are,  at  the  present  time,  no  dwellings  being  erected  for  slum 
clearance  purposes,  the  four  bungalows  nearing  completion  in  Ryall  Grove 
and  four  bungalows  proposed  for  Welland  are  intended  for  "General  Needs". 

The  supplementary  slum  clearance  programme  approved  in  September  1962 
referred  to  107  dwellings  proposed  to  be  dealt  with  within  5  3rears,  and 
approval  was  given  for  20  new  dwellings  to  be  erected  each  year  for  this 
purpose.  Unfortunately,  this  target  has  not  been  reached.

The  number  of  enquiries  received,  especially  for  standard  grants, 
shows  no  signs  of  diminishing,  and  each  application  for  consideration  is 
received  only  following  several  visits  to  the  premises  concerned.  The 
number  of  visits  made  during  the  year  in  respect  of  improvement  grants 
totalled  264. 

Thirty  nine  applications  for  Discretionary  Grants  were  received 
for  consideration  during  the  year.  All  were  approved. 

Seventeen  applications  were  received  for  Standard  Grants.  All 
were  approved. 


RENT  ACT,  1937. 

No  applications  for  certificates  of  disrepair  were  received  during 
the  year. 


OVERCROWDING. 


The  standard  laid  down  in  the  Housing  Act  is  very  low,  and  no 
cases  of  legal  overcrowding  are  known  to  exist. 

CLEM  AIR  ACT. 


One  enquiry  was  received  in  respect  of  the  installation  of  a 
boiler  and  reconstruction  of  a  chimney. 

NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT. 

One  complaint  was  received  from  residents  adjoining  a  wood  working 
factory.  An  improvement  was  effected  but  observations  arc  still  being  made 
to  ascertain  whether  sufficient  evidence  is  forthcoming  to  warrant  Statu¬ 
tory  Action, 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 


Refuse  collection  and  disposal  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour  and 
is  under  the  control  of  the  Council’s  Surveyor. 
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SEWERAGE  AND  ■  SE7AGE  DISPOSAL. 


Complaints  continue  to  be  received  from  all  parishes  throughout 
the  district,  but  especially  from  Kempsey,  Naunton  in  Ripple,  Bushley, 
and  Longdon  Heath,  regarding  lack  of  sewers  and  nuisance  from  small  pri¬ 
vately  owned  installations. 

The  provision  of  a  piped  water  supply  is  partly  to  blame,  but 
most  of  the  trouble  is  due  to  the  spasmodic  development  permitted  without 
regard  for  drainage  disposal.  To  endeavour  to  find  a  remedy  after  the 
premises  are  erected  and  the  drainage  is  causing  a  nuisance  is  tackling 
the  matter  from  the  wrong  end. 

Preliminary  work  for  the  preparation  of  sewerage  schemes  for 
Severn  Stoke  and  Kinnersley,  Earls  Croome  and  B aught on,  and  Ripple  Village 
and  Uckinghall,  is  still  in  progress. 


SWIMMING  BATHS. 

There  are  no  publicly  owned  swimming  baths  in  the  district.  The 
privately  owned  swimming  bath  at  The  Lavras  Hotel,  Kempsey  was  again  open 
to  the  public  during  the  summer  months. 

The  size  of  the  bath  is  60  feet  by  30  feet,  the  depth  at  the  shaL 
low  end  is  3  feet  6  inches  and  at  the  deep  end,  7  feet.  The  capacity  is 
approximately  64,000  gallons. 

The  bath  is  filled  from  a  deep  well  on  the  premises. 

The  water  is  treated  by  preliminary  screening,  filtration,  simple 
chlorination  and  aeration  by  means  of  a  "cascade",  the  turnover  period 
being  a  maximum  of  6  hours. 

Samples  taken  throughout  the  season  indicated  that  a  satisfactory 
level  v/as  maintained. 


MORTUARY. 


Twelve  bodies  were  received  in  the  Mortuary  during  the  year  -  post 
mortems  being  carried  out  in  three  instances. 
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ANIMAL  BOARDING-. 

Four  premises  have  been  licensed  under  the  Animal  Boarding 
Establishments  Act,  1963. 

One  application  for  a  licence  was  refused. 


RODENT  CONTROL. 


In  addition  to  carrying  out  treatments,  Miss  Clements,  the  Rodent 
Operator  makes  systematic  inspections  of  the  farms  and  other  business  pre¬ 
mises  in  the  district,  and  for  this  purpose  the  following  visits  were  made 
during  the  year:-
